Industry has a strong incenuve of btg fines if they 
were to occur the damage which DNR wants to allow for recreational purposes here. 

Since DNR has ignored our comments, we now feel compelled toruna similar ad - more to the point -asWng that 
resoondents appeal to our Govemor. Its not fair to allow rutting, erosion and 4x4s contaminating i anadromous 
waterways to benefit and accommodate Increased motorized recreation, while at the same «me finlng Industry big 
bucks for like damage caused by industrial activlties. 

Thank you for taking the «me to listen to our concems regarding DNR having ignored Butte residente' opposiaon 
to a number of proposed management actions and regulation changes specifically for Knik River Public Use Area, 
from DNR Public Notice, October 1 2, 2007 - htb^/Aiww.kni k rlver. a la ska . gov/reg ch anges/kn i K Pn.Pdf - and 
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October 24, 2007:

11 AAC 96.020 (a)(1)(D)(E). Addltlonally wlthln thls unit, condltfons fdr hlghway and off-road vehlcle use 
wlll be resclnded as described In 11 AAC 96.025 (1)(2)(3)(A-C)i.s.

I wish the Administratlon could investigate the fiawed process of how DNR-managed lands fn the Knik River 
Valley were adm'rttedly considered "sacrificiar' (according to Bob Loeffler and Rlck Thompson) for many years and 
how this status is being perpetuated by the draft management plan for the Knik River Public Usea Area (HB 307) 
which accommodates Sen Huggfns 1 "sideboards" of HB 307 to manage the Knik River lands on behalf of the 
radical contlngent of AOC and AOAA and the auto and ORV industry. (Campaign funding). 

Here is a brief background of residents' futile efforts since the 1990s as IndlvkJuals and/or with a previous 
Community Council, Valley Center for the Envlronment, Knik River Watershed Group, BARCO: 

• Cleanups of roads, trails and neighbor-to-neighbor actions. 

• Ask for help from DOT, DPS, F&G, DNR to stop the excesses and Knik River and Jim Creek 

• Work with Mat-Su Borough, public landowners and Eklutna Inc.. South Knik River Community Council to 
create a Cooperative Management Plan resulting in a resolution to the Borough, which the Borough sent 
on to Mr. Thompson of DNR. In spite of many efforts to contact Mr. Thompson and ask fbr signing off on 
this, there was no response from DNR. In the meantime, the former Butte Council received a Grant from 
USFWS for public educatton, partnering with Palmer Soil & Water Conservatlon Dfstrict Produced posters, 
a video, screensavers and fliers, worked In cooperatton with the Borough holding a poster and poetry 
contest at Butte Elementary, desfgned, printed and distributed a brochure for ATV users, co-funded sign 
posts and displays wlth Borough at Knik River, Pavllion, and Maude Rd trail heads, worked with AST and 
MSB on process to dispose of bumed and junked vehfctes, worked with the ffrst and subsequent National 
Guard Cleanups and held public meetings to get us on a path to multi-use recreation. This resulted in the 
formation of the Alaska ATV Club that prodaimed for ATV owners to band together to fight us "closing of 
the trails and Jlm Creek." We attompted to draw motorized into the group by ensuring a motorized 
representative (Mr. Ken Barber) would represent these interests at the Trails Committee and invited the 
motorized community to help with cleanups. 

• The mayhem and chaos in the area continued. Several of us kept documenting the damage, but also gave 
up on trails and Knik River cleanups, discouraged by the non-invotvement of DNR and their inability to 
keep a handle on the mayhem, dumping of trash, buming of cars, shootings, parties and the non-chatence 
exhibHed by Alaska Flsh & Wildlife Troopers that would not enforce the crossing permit regulations at 
Bodenburg Creek.
